PREFACE, 


It  is  manifestly  impossible  to  prepare 
anything  like  a  compkU  il^iial  of 
private  devotions  for  even  a  single 
class  of  Christians.    So  diversified 

are  our  states  of  mind  and  degrees  of 
spiritual  progress, — so  various  our 
needs,  difficulties,  trials,  infirmities, 
transgressions,  lapses,  relapses, — so 
manifold  are  our  mercies, — and  so 
continually  are  fresh  combinations  of 
circumstances  arising  to  supply  us 
with  fresh  subjects  for  prayer  or 
praise,  that  no  single  volume,  nor 
Indeed  any  number  of  volumes  eould 
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be  80  prepared  as  to  comprise  set  forms 
of  deTolioti  in  whieh  persoBfi  would 
find  what  irould  exactly  suit  their 
particular  case  under  aU  the  perpe- 
tually chaoging^'-es^encieB  of  daily 
life. 

Nor  is  it  needful  or  desirable  that 
an  attempt  should  be  made  to  pre- 
pare 'miik  a       fbt  deto^ons.  In 

grace,  as  in  nature,  advance  and  pro- 
gress are  gradual.  "  The  attainment 
of  great  things  is  slow."  In  our 
prayers,  as  in  all  other  good  things, 
we  must  be  content  to  go  forward, 
step  by  step;  at  first  tottering  and 
leaning  on  such  outward  supports  as 
are  within  our  reach,  like  children 
learning  to  walk;  and  then,  as  we  get 
strength,  and  are  accustomed  to  the 
work,  holding  ourselves  erect,  and 
standing  independent  of  our  earlier 
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aids.  It  is  only  when  we  seek  ear- 
nestly the  spirit  of  prayer,  and  grow 
more  instant  therein,  that  wc  learn 
to  appreciate  its  value  and  comfort. 
The  more  we  pray  the  more  we  shall 
feel  that  whatever  befals  us  from 
hour  to  hour  ought  to  be  made  the 
subject  of  ])rayer  or  praise.  And 
the  highest  of  all  spiritual  states  is 
that,  in  which  the  habit  of  incessant 
prayer  is  so  formed,  that  the  soul 
abides  in  a  condition  9om6i^hing 
nearly  approaching  to  that  of  unbro- 
ken communion  with  GoD.  And  he 
who  is  advancing  to  sucli  a  state  will 
have  no  need  of  manuals  whereby  he 
may  instruct  himself  how  to  offer 
suitable  prayers  imder  the  various 
exigencies  of  the  passing  hour.  Out 
of  the  abundance  of  ids  heart  his 
mouth  will  speak. 
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On  the  other  hand,  such  a  manual 
as  we  have  spoken  of,  (suppoBiiig  for 
a  moment  <me  could  be  formed) 
would  be  rather  discouraging  and 
overwhelming  than  profitable  and 
helpful  to  a  beginner.  Its  fulness 
and  variety  would  only  bewilder  him ; 
and  he  would  be  likely  either  to  con- 
tent himself  with  a  Ibw  standard  of 
devotion,  and  give  up  in  despair  the 
attempt  to  become  *'  a  man  of 
prayer;"  or  lie  would  fall  into  the 
error  of  trying  to  work  himself  up, 
and  stimulate  himself  into  an  unreal 
state,  and  so  get  the  shadow  instead 
of  the  substance  of  true  devotion. 

Still,  there  are  many  who,  like  the 
compiler  of  the  following  pages,  feel 
that  (between  temptations  to  wander- 
ing ^thoughts,  and  a  difficulty  in  ex- 
pressing with  fblness  and  reverence 
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their  various  wants,)  they  have  need 
of  external  aid,  and  so  will  be  glad 
to  have  the  opportunity  of  shaping 
their  own  petitions  upon  the  models 
bequeathed  us  by  those  who  in  their 
day  were  bright  and  shining  lights 
in  the  Church  of  God. 

For  the  use  of  such  persons,  the 
present  coUeotioni  gathefred  out  of 
the  wntings  of  the  soundest  divines 
of  the  Beformed  Church  in  England, 
has  been  put  forth  ;  and  its  claim  on 
the  consideration  of  pious  Churchmen 
is,  that  it  differs  from  the  manuals 
in  ordinary  use  in  this  respect,  that 
whereas  they  gite  one  different  form 
of  devotions  for  each  day  and  no 
more,  thus  confining  the  expression 
of  devotional  j^' feeling  within  fixed 
(and  those  narrow)  limits;  in  the 
Tolume  now  in  the  leader^s  hand,  the 
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various  prayers  are  arranged  under 
the  several  heads  of  confession, 
thanksgiving,  and  the  like,  so  as  to 
enable  each  individual  to  make,  on 
ejach  separate  oocasion,  such  a  selec- 
tion as  seems  most  appU^able  to  his 
own  case  at  that  pertictikjr  moment. 

If  it  please  God  so  far  to  send  His 
blessing  on  the  present  attempt,  as 
that  it  should  be  found  generally  use- 
ful, it  U  proposed  to  publish  another 
volume  as «  companion  to  it,  which 
shall  contain  Devotions  for  Sundays, 
for  the  Fasts  and  Festivals  of  the 
Church,  together  "with  Litanies, 
Prayers  for  Communicants,  and  for 
persons  in  sickness  and  sorrow,  and 
also  htm  of  self-examination.

No  Prayers  or  Thankso:ivings  which 
are  to  be  found  in  the  Book  of  Com- 
mon Prayer  are  reprinted  here,  as 
it  is  presumed  that  every  Church- 
man has  his  Prayer  Book,  at  hand 
at  all  times  of  devotion. 

"With  respect  to  the  names  prefixed 
to  each  prayer,  it  is  simply  meant 
that  such  prayer  is  to  be  found  (with- 
out anything  more  than  a  mere  ver- 
bal alteration*)  in  the  works  of  the 
author  named,  without  entering  into 
the  question  whether  it  was  composed 
by  himself,  or  deriTed  from  more 
ancient  sources.
